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TO bo recorded corded in the office of the register of deeds of each county
through which the road mortgaged or deeded may run, or
wherever it may hold lands, and shall be notice to all the
world of the rights of all parties under the same, and for
this purpose and to secure the right of mortgagees or par-
tics interested under deeds of trust so executed and re-
corded, the rolling stock and personal property of the
company, properly belonging to' the road and appertain-
ing thereto shall be deemed a part of the road, and said
mortgages and deeds so recorded, shall have the same
effect both as to notice and otherwise, as to the personal,
as to the real eslate covered by them.
